Soviet Pacts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon, disclosing some of 
the fine print of arms curb 
agreem ents negotiated with the 
Soviet Union, urged Congress 
today to act “without delay” in 
giving its approval to the ac­ 
cords. 
A treaty limiting the deploy­ 
m ent of antiballistic missiles 
—ABM—1to two sites In each 
country was sent to the Senate 
with a request for early ratifi­ 
cation. 
Both houses of Congress were 
asked, to pass a resolution ap­ 
proving a companion executive 
agreement that would freeze 
the total number of land-and 
sea - based offensive ballistic 
missiles in the United States 
and the Soviet Union at present 
levels. 
While 
terming 
the 
agree­ 
ment a necessary first step 
in checking the arms race,” 
Nixon told Congress they “do 
not close off all avenues of 
strategic competition.” 
He said it was “essential that 
we carry forward a sound 
strategic 
modernization 
pro­ 
gram to m aintain our security 
and to insure that more per­ 
manent 
and 
comprehensive 
arms 
limitation 
agreements 
can be reached.* 
Nixon 
revealed 
that 
the 
United States feels it would 
have a basis for withdrawing 
from the ABM treaty if tighter 
curbs on offensive arms are not 
negotiated within five years. 
Either side can withdraw on six 
months* notice. 
The fine print Nixon sent 
Congress 
disclosed that the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union remain far apart in con­ 
sidering the question of modem 
submarines operated by U.S. 
allies in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
The Soviets take the position 
that should tba NATO allies 
huid additional modem subs, 
aver .and. above those now oper­ 
ational or under construction, 
“the Soviet Union will have the 
right to a corresponding in­ 
crease in the number of its sub­ 
marines.** 
The United States took the 
position that it “does not accept 
the validity of the considera­ 
tions” raised by Moscow re­ 
garding submarines belonging 
to 'third countries. 
American 
negotiators 
had 
wanted to restrict land-mobile 
intercontinental ballistic mis­ 
sile—ICBM-—launchers as part 
of the agreement on offensive 
arms but 'deferred the topic in. 
order to speed an agreement in 
time for Nixon’s summit visit 
to Moscow last month. 
However, the United States 
has served notice it would re­ 
gard. the deployment of such 
launchers “as inconsistent with 
the objectives” of the executive 
agreement. 
The Soviets 
ex­ 
pressed no view on the subject. 
The exact timing of congres­ 
sional hearing» on. the treaty 
and the agreement is still un­ 
certain.

Donations of $15,000 apiece 
frcm Pepsi Cola President Don­ 
ald M. Kendall and the Effec­ 
tive Government Association of 
Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner 
& Smith were listed in cam­ 
paign reports as the largest 
Nixon contributions filed with 
the General Accounting Office. 
The reports were the first 
quarterly accounting of contri­ 
butions and spending required 
under a new federal elections 
law that went into effect April 
7. 
The reports, filed Saturday 
but not open for inspection until 
Monday, cover the period from 
April 7 through May 31. They 
were required of all political 
committees expecting to spend 
or actually spending more than 
$1.000 in behalf of a candidate 
fot federal, office.

Indiana Court of Appeals ruled 
Monday that a bank should 
seek to reimburse a customer 
whose $12,000' 
coin 
collection 
was stolen, from 'the bank sa»e- 
ty deposit box he had rented. 
The court’s 2-1 decision, writ­ 
ten by Judge Joe W. Low- 
dermilk, said Peoples Loan and 
Trust. Co. of Winchester should 
put in a claim for the coin col­ 
lection on its insurance policy. 
Bank officials said insurance 
covered the bank but not depos­ 
itors. The court ordered the 
case returned to Henry 'Circuit 
Court for a new 'trial. 
The ruling stemmed from a 
suit by William E. Welbourn, 
w ho had placed his collection in 
a safety box at the bank’s Mod­ 
oc branch. In. February 1969» 
after the branch had been bur­ 
la rized five times within a few 
months, he asked for the corns 
but found them missing. 
Welbourn sued the bank for 
$12,000 plus $10,000 damages, 
charging negligence. 
Judge Wesley M. Ratliff Jr. 
of Henry Circuit Court denied 
the suit Oct. 6, 1971, citing a 
1933 state law which says a 
bank is not liable for losses to 
its customers. 
Judge Lowdermilk wrote he 
felt the legislature intended the 
statue 
“to protect the bank 
that h;.d been diligent in the 
protection and. safety of its de­ 
pository.” 
He noted state police detec­

In spite of the astro­ 
naut's remarks ther is such an 
unchanging truth in this world. 
There is one sure thing which 
never changes. 
That 
which 
never 
shifts, 
moves or changes is the love of 
God. That truth which never 
gives way is the certain Word of 
God, the Holy Bible. That life 
which never changes is the eter­ 
nal life of Christ who lived, suf­ 
fered and died and rose from 
the dead. This unalterable Me 
is the same ‘yesterday, today 
and tomorrow. 
There are two groups of people 
in the world who are opposites. 
There are those who thrive on 
change. Change is food to their 
system. The same day in, day 
out routine bores them and they 
are always looking for some­ 
thing new and exciting. The 
other type of people find that 
change threatens them. They 
want no change at aU. They are 
the ones who feel that things 
ought always to be done the way 
they have always been done. 
However, both those persons 
who enjoy change and those who 
dislike it just might agree that 
things are changing too fast for 
all concerned. In this last third

In the midst of unprecented 
change most of us would like 
to find some sure certain un­ 
changing thing that would make 
us secure in this vain, transito­ 
ry, changing world.

If you were to read the Holy 
Bible in any version from be­ 
ginning to end, Genesis to Rev­ 
elation, you would find one con­ 
stant consoling 
circumstance. 

Down 
through the horrors of history, 
God has desired to show forth 
His love. 
Many people have attempted 
to show that the Bible is an out 
of date book. We are told that 
the Ten Comandments are old 
fashioned, that circumstances 
should decide how and if we 
should keep God’s laws. The 
same people inform us from the 
heights of scholarship that we 
must take the myths from the 
Bible to find the true Jesus. 
Thomas 
Jefferson, 
our third 
president, was one of these men. 
He "wrote” his own Bible. He 
took only the words of Jesus and 
made them into the Jefferson 
Bible. This, he said, we could 
count on. His “Bible” has never 
caught on.

SHELL RIG 12, Gulf of Mexi­ 
co (AP) — An offshore oil plat­ 
form is a nice place to visit, 
but a lot of people wouldn’t 
want to live there. 
However, some of the 1,800 
platforms sprinkled off the 
coast of Louisiana are part 
time thousands of men who 
make their living tapping the 
rich oil and gas reserves of the 
Outer Continental Shelf. 
If they count the days they 
work, it comes to a vacation 
every other week. If they count 
the hours, it’s two weeks of 
hard work crammed into one. 
While an 84-hour work week 
doesn’t leave much time for 
life’s pleasures, the men who 
live on these platforms don’t of­ 
ten complain. 
The food is good and plenti­ 
ful, the beds are soft, and the 
living quarters are air condi­ 
tioned. 
r-’i the day of a recent tour, 
J.P. Rouly, who is Shell Rig 
!2’s foreman, led the way down 
the stairs of the huge rig. 
“You’ll probably be more 
comfortable if you* don’t look 
down much until you get used 
to it,” he said, heading down 
the steel-grate steps, slung over 
the side of the platform so they 
hung suspended 387 feet above 
deep blue, shark-infested Gulf 
waters. 
On the drilling floor, where 
the main business of the rig is 
under way, a small crew of 
three or four men pull pipe 
from a well recently completed. 
They stand the 90-foot-lengths 
on end in one corner. 
A derrickman high above 
uses rope to secure the tops of 
the sections to a metal grid un­ 
til they are ready to be dropped 
back into the hole. 
The drilling pipe—like a 
wand of a vacuum cleaner—is 
used for a variety of things, not 
just drilling. Several attach­ 
ments can be used at the busi­ 
ness end. 
This time the pipe bas pushed 
a device 12,000 feet into the 
Gulf floor and concrete was 
pumped down to shore up a 
loose well wail. 
The pipe is removed and the 
concrete allowed to dry before 
the next step is taken in putting 
the well into production. 
This is what the multi-million 
dollar platform with its craw of 
40 is all about—a six-inch hole 
snaking its way far beneath the 
floor of the Gulf in search of 
enough oil to pay for the ex­ 
pense of finding It and to show 
a profit for thousands of stock­ 
holders. 
Eighteen per cent of the free 
world’s oil supply is produced 
from offshore wells around the 
vorld, a goodly portion of it 
from these platforms off tí» 
Louisiana coast. 
A couple of levels below the 
drilling floor are a long line of 
yellow pipes where oil and gas 
from already producing wells 
gush through a complicated 
series of pipes and valves until 
it reaches a common pipeline 
headed for shore. 
“This is a good one,” says 
Rouly, wrapping his hand 
around one of the yellows with 
a broad grin. “This is our mon­ 
eymaker. This is what it’s all 
about.” 
An engineer explains that the 
pipe from a gas well Is cool to 
the touch and an oil well warm.

so hot he can bold it only a few 
secondi. 
From here, the oil travels in 
a huge pipe to a control plat­ 
form a few miles toward shore 
where a large computer con­ 
trols the oil and gas output 
from several surrounding pro­ 
duction platforms. 
There’! an inherent potential 
for danger on an oil rig be­ 
cause it sits atop millions of 
gallons of highly explosive oil 
and gas. 
Rouly takes great pride in 
showing off the red and white 
escape capsules suspended at 
either end of the platform in 
case the crew has to leave 
quickly, or in rough weather. 
They resemble Apollo space 
capsules, with escape hatches 
on top and a row of portholes 
dotting the sides. Each one is 
fireproof and can carry 28 men 
strapped onto moulded plastic 
benches inside. 
The capsules are designed to 
be watertight and unsinkable in 
any weather. They have a 
small motor and a short wave 
radio. 


Six o’clock and Thursdays 
are significant here. The men 
begin their work shifts Thurs­ 
day and end them Thursday, 
begin their days at 6 a.m. or 6 
p.m. and end them 12 hours lat­ 
er. 
They earn from $200 to $280 a 
week, slightly more than their 
counterparts on shore. Their 
room and board is furnished 
and the fishing is often good.

Sally Newhouse, editor of 
Cüi..:r*erce an1 Indiana, ad­ 
dressed the monthly member­ 
ship meeting of the Rush Coun­ 
ty Chamber of Commerce yes­ 
terday at the Durbin Hotel.

mote change for the better. 
“Clearly, representatives of all 
major community organizations 
and interests should cooperate In 
determining its county’s goals 
so that each representative can 
then have his or her group carry 
its load of responsibility toward 
completion of the larger goal,” 
she said. 
“If it is new industry that you 
want, then it is up to you to go 
get it. Advertise with printed 
promotion of your tow n and w ith 
personal visits to those indus­ 
tries that seem at all interested. 
The approach that has a track 
record of winning is the personal 
approach. I repeat — don’t wait 
for industry to come to you. 
Write to them. If necessary, 
write again,” she continued. 
In the area of tourism. Miss 
Newhouse said, “The big project 
to affect Rushville and Rush 
County is Brookville Lake. Peo­ 
ple en route to the lake from In­ 
dianapolis are likely to create a 
residual tourist, trade in. Rush 
County.” 
An important point which is 
often overlooked, as Miss New- 
house pointed out, are what are 
known as “first greeters.” These 
are the people that tourists meet 
first and rely on the most, such 
as waitresses, service station at­ 
tendants, and sales clerks. 
“Therefore it is hugely import­ 
ant that thisc people convey the 
kind of impression and atmo­ 
sphere that will make the travel­ 
er want to return,” she stated. 
Another important area that 
Miss Newhouse pointed up is the 
entrance to a community. “Here 
again is the point, about first 
impressions, if that one isn’t 
good, there are likely to be no 
others.” 
She also noted that, “so often 
what towns don’t do are the 
little things that make *:uch an 
impression on travelers, Things 
like friendly waitresses, streets 
and yards free of litter. Things 
like this — the little things — 
keep people coming back.” 
In conclusion she said, “Your 
city and county leaders may 
want to make Rushville and 
Rush County known for a special 
attraction or simply for its 
quaint size, unique freshness 
and unharried style. That is up 
to you. But a decision must be 
made on what kind of image 
you want for the area and then 
promote that image.”

“Legend and Lore from 
America’s Crossroads” is now 
available in many Rushville 
stores and at The Sampler in 
Homer. It was written by Mabel 
E. Davidson, of Colfax, who is 
a Rush County native. 
In the Preface, Mrs. Davidson 
has pointed out that if Ameri­ 
cans were to list the repositor­ 
ies of American historical do­ 
cuments, most people would 
mention the local library or mu­ 
seum. But, too often underes­ 
timated is the wealth of inform­ 
ation about local history found in 
casual archives of the family 
attic, garage, or barn where old 
newspapers, journals, diaries, 
and letters have beens stored 
for generation after generation. 
Her book covers mid-Indiana 
from the early 1800’s through the 
mid 1900’s. Its pages of contents 
are divided into a “Bit of This 
and A Bit of That.” “Goin s on 
About Town,” “Down on the 
Farm,” “A Woman’s World,” 
“A State of Well Being,' “Re­ 
sults of War,,” “Reflections, Re­ 
ligion,” “A Man’s World.” and 
“Reminiscing in Americana.” 
She defines a Hoosier as a 
man or woman proud of his 
Indiana heritage, eloquent des­ 
cription. The Hoosier Word- 
hoard lists the vernacular, ex­ 
plained with the homey expres­ 
sions which enriched our dialect 
a few generations ago. She il­ 
lustrates how Hoosiers have 
made strong verbs weak and 
weak, verbs strong, used adjec­ 
tives for adverbs, and double 
identifying nouns and superla­ 
tives. 
Much of the material for the 
book is taken from newspaper 
files at Frankfort, Indiana, but 
the stories, pictures, and news 
items are typical of life in Rush 
County. 
She has a talent lor finding 
facts, colorful stories which de­ 
scribe an era. To mention only 
some pictures which .ilústrate, 
there is the one room school 
house; an 1867 graduating class; 
a hog auction in the early 1900’s 
the interior of the Presbyterian 
Church after remodeling in 1880; 
the Armistice parade; and 
wheat threshing; an excursion 
boat at Broad Ripple River in 
Indianapolis. 
The book is filed with witty 
stories, poetry, such as “Why 
Johnny Left the Farm,” and 
little Bobby’s essay on bees, 
and the hundreds of antedates 
that make delightful reading. 
Her book is highly endorsed 
by the Indiana Historical Soci­ 
ety and has received many 
awards. 
Mrs, Davidson was 'born and 
reared on a farm in Rush Coun­ 
ty. Her father was the late 
Richard Mathew Farlow, and 
her mother Lia Jane Steele 
Farlow, from near Harrison, 
Ohio. She was the only daughter 
in a family of six. 


She attended a brick one- 
room school, and was the only 
member in her first grade class. 
She finished her education at 
Purdue University. She met her 
husband, 
Dwight 
Davidson, 
whie he was attending Indiana 
University during World War I. 
After their marriage, they 
moved into the renovated log 
cabin her father had built. They 
bad a natural gas well on the 
farm and heated, cooked, and 
lighted with natural gas. 
Mr. and Mrs. Davidson have 
one daughter and one grandson, 
who now reside in Cape Coral 
Florida. The Davidsons spend 
six months at Cape Coral and 
six months on their farm near 
Colfax each year. 
Mrs. Davidson has many rel­ 
atives living in Rush County, 
Her brother, Walter Farlow, 
lives southwest of Milroy. Her 
cousins include June Spilman, 
Ethel Hungerford, Opal Boring, 
Faud Carr, Warder Julian, and 
Ralph and Lowell Gosnell.
